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A good  working  knou  ledge  of  English  is  basic  to  the  appreciation 
of  advanced  literature  courses  — basic,  in  fact,  to  achievement  in 
almost  every  college  course.  As  such  it  holds  a special  place  in  the 
Pine  Manor  curriculum.

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Pine  Manors  Revised  Curriculum 


Emphasizes  Humanities  and  Sciences 

By  Madeleine  Field  Crawford 

The  dean  of  the  faculty,  Madeleine  Field  Crawford,  is  chairman  of  the  Faculty  Committee 
on  Educational  Affairs  ( formerly  the  Curriculum  Committee) . This  committee  is  responsible  for 
studying  and  planning  the  educational  program  at  Pine  Manor. 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  committee' s report  of  last  spring  after  a comprehensive 
study  of  the  curriculum.  Mrs.  Crawford  gives  here  the  present,  specific  graduation  requirements. 

She  also  explains  what  the  committee  was  attempting  to  accomplish  and  how  it  went  about  its  work. 

Other  members  of  the  committee  were  John  P.  Agnew,  head  of  the  history  department;  Rod- 
man  R.  Flenry,  recorder  and  part-time  instructor  in  art  history;  Marjorie  H.  llsley.  head  of  the 
French  department:  Cameron  Thompson,  chairman  of  the  English  and  humanities  departments; 
and  Janet  S.  Williams,  instructor  in  English.  Dean  of  students.  Eleanor  C.  Romig.  was  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  committee  at  that  time. 


T)  ine  Manor's  educational  phi- 
losophy  is  based  on  the  conviction 
that  all  of  its  students  should  be  intro- 
duced to  the  basic  areas  of  man’s  ac- 
cumulated knowledge,  and  that  its  stu- 
dents should  be  given  a two-year, 
liberal  education,  with  emphasis  on  the 
humanities  and  science. 

Though  for  a number  of  years  Pine 
Manor  has  professed  to  be  a liberal 
arts  college,  certain  courses,  specialized 
and  semi-vocational,  had  found  their 
way  into  the  curriculum.  Many  of 
these  were  heavily  elected  for  different 
reasons.  Some  were  less  difficult  than 
others  and  for  that  reason  had  an  ap- 
peal. Others  were  elected  by  girls  with 
special  interests.  In  some  cases  Pine 
Manor  students  took  so  many  electives 
in  one  field  that  they  received  the 
diploma  without  having  a well- 
rounded  background  in  the  common 
denominators  of  man's  knowledge  — 
the  aim  of  liberal  education  to  which 
Pine  Manor  subscribed. 

A Curriculum  Committee,  appointed 
by  President  Ferry  in  the  fall  of  1956, 
was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
re-evaluating  the  academic  program  of 
Pine  Manor.  The  goal  of  the  commit- 
tee was  the  recommendation  of  an 
over-all  curriculum  which  would  re- 
flect a philosophy  of  liberal  education 
in  every  area  of  study. 

The  recommendations  of  this  com- 
mittee were  accepted  by  Mr.  Ferry  and 
the  faculty  in  the  spring  of  1957  and 
have  been  put  into  effect  this  year. 

In  its  report  the  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  graduation  require- 
ments be  changed  to  the  following 
(60  academic  credits  arc  still  neces- 
sary for  the  diploma)  : 
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1.  Six  credits  of  freshman  English. 

2.  Six  credits  in  literature,  selected 
from  the  English,  French,  or  Spanish 
departments  — normally  to  be  taken 
in  the  senior  year. 

3.  Six  credits  of  history. 

4.  Six  credits  of  science,  including 
laboratory  work. 


5.  Six  credits  of  either  art  or  music 
appreciation. 

6.  Six  credits  of  speech  in  the 
freshman  year  unless  waived  by  the 
speech  department. 

In  recommending  this  curriculum 
for  a two-year  liberal  educational  pro- 
gram, the  committee  strengthened

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many  existing  courses  by  restricting 
them  to  seniors  and  to  qualified  fresh- 
men. This  change,  it  was  hoped, 
would  increase  classroom  competition 
and  bring  into  being  a more  exciting 
and  challenging  program. 

Dropping  Some  Courses 
Strengthens  Others 

Certain  courses  were  eliminated 
from  the  curriculum  for  one  or  more 
of  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  content,  method,  or  organi- 
zation did  not  meet  the  committee’s 
understanding  ot  the  needs  of  a two- 
year,  liberal  education. 

2.  The  course  had  been  too  infre- 
quently elected  over  a period  of  years. 

3.  The  course  represented  an  over- 
lapping with  another. 

The  most  significant  change  involv- 
ing any  single  course  was  the  elimina- 
tion of  Humanities  — Cultural  His- 
tory of  the  Western  World.  Since  this 
subject  had  been  required  of  all 
seniors  for  the  past  eleven  years,  alum- 
nae may  like  to  know  some  of  the 
details  ot  the  committee’s  reasoning  in 
regard  to  this  step. 

As  a preface,  it  is  well  to  know  that 
three  of  the  teachers  of  Humanities 
w-ere  members  of  the  committee  that 
recommended  its  coming  to  an  end. 

In  theory,  the  committee  felt  that 
a Humanities  course  wras  justified  at 
Pine  Manor  but  not  as  a requirement 
for  all  seniors.  A great  deal  of  discus- 
sion centered  around  the  possibility  of 
giving  Humanities  as  a senior  elective, 
but  because  four  teachers  were  in- 
volved, it  did  not  seem  feasible.  The 
committee  felt  strongly  that  too  few' 
seniors  w'ere  actually  obtaining  the 
maximum  rewards  which  the  required 
course  seemingly  had  to  offer. 

There  seemed  to  be  several  difficul- 
ties with  Humanities.  First,  because  it 
was  required  of  an  entire  class,  it  had 
to  depend  entirely  upon  the  lecture  ap- 
proach with  as  many  as  one  hundred 
seniors  in  a single  classroom.  Few 
Pine  Manor  seniors  u'crc  sufficiently 
skilled  in  the  taking  of  notes  to  record 
all  of  the  material  presented,  and  they 
were  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  in- 
formal discussion  periods. 

No  Time  for  Adequate  Coverage 

In  the  second  place,  the  difficulty  of 
apportioning  proper  lecture  time  to  the 
different  areas  concerned  had  always 
bothered  those  who  were  responsible 
for  the  course.  One  halt  of  Humani- 
ties was  devoted  to  art  and  music,  one- 
half  to  continental  and  to  English 
literature,  while  philosophy  and  re- 


ligion, for  example,  had  only  inci- 
dental representation.  The  students 
w'ere  conditioned  by  the  lecture  lists 
and  the  tests  to  feel  that  these  divisions 
of  the  course  w'ere  equal  ones  even 
though  the  instructors  constantly  re- 
minded them  that  this  was  not  neces- 
sarily so. 

Another  difficulty  was  that  seniors 
had  been  so  concerned  about  Humani- 
ties that  other  work  suffered;  their 
preoccupation  with  the  course  had 
frightened  freshmen  and  had  been  a 
source  of  irritation  to  teachers  of  other 
equally  valuable  courses. 

Finally,  many  seniors  found  the 
course  too  difficult,  and  the  commit- 
tee felt  strongly  that  it  could  neither 
continue  as  it  was  nor  be  thinned  down 
without  great  loss. 

Changing  the  actual  setup  of  the 
course  within  the  Pine  Manor  frame- 
w'ork  was  impossible  for  many  reasons. 
Voluntary  discussion  meetings  w-ere 
sparsely  attended.  Required  discussion 
meetings  could  not  be  legitimately 
added  to  the  teaching  loads  of  the  four 
instructors  involved.  The  "tw-o  lec- 
ture-one discussion"  arrangement  w-as 
impossible  because  of  the  complexity 
of  the  material  covered  and  the  num- 
ber of  students  involved.  Such  an 
arrangement  would  have  reduced  the 


material  covered  by  one-third  and 
would  have  thinned  down  the  course 
disastrously. 

New'  Program  Works  Well 

By  eliminating  Humanities  as  a 
distinct  course  and  by  setting  up  in- 
stead twelve  required  credits  (rather 
than  only  six)  in  the  main  areas  of  the 
humanities,  the  committee  felt  that 
these  difficulties  would  be  removed 
and  that  each  student  would  have  a 
more  solid  foundation  in  the  liberal 
arts.  The  true  function  of  the  old 
Humanities  course  is,  therefore,  being 
better  met  by  the  new  program  than 
by  the  old. 

Although  no  other  major  changes 
are  contemplated  at  this  time,  the 
committee  will  continue  its  study  of 
the  Pine  Manor  curriculum. 

In  view-  of  the  current  concern  over 
the  "watering-dowm"  of  the  curricu- 
lum in  many  American  educational  in- 
stitutions, it  might  be  pointed  out  in 
conclusion  that  the  revised  program 
places  increased  emphasis  upon  the 
humanities  and  sciences.  The  changes 
described  here,  made  as  a result  of 
careful,  year-long  study,  reflect  both 
Pine  Manor's  fundamental  educational 
philosophy  and  the  possible  future 
trend  of  education  in  America.

However,  recent  heavy  rains 
have  made  the  pond  look  more  like 
itself  again  after  months  of  only  token 
existence,  and  snow  should  cover  the 
campus  when  students  return  on  Janu- 
ary 5.  (Ten  inches  fell  on  January  7.) 

Past  Curriculum  Changes 
Anticipate  Current  Trend 

The  biggest  single  event  since  our 
last  issue,  probably  most  will  agree, 
was  the  launching  of  the  first  Russian 
satellite.  All  across  the  nation  educa- 
tors have  felt  the  shock  of  realization 
that  another  nation  has  concentrated 
on  the  sciences  far  more  heavily  than 
we  during  recent  years,  and  many  have 
felt  concern  that  perhaps  the  propor- 
tion of  required  work  in  the  "disci- 
pline’’ courses  was  too  low  in  their 
particular  school  systems. 

Our  position  on  this  subject  was 
expressed  last  fall  when  we  stated  that 
we  felt  very  strongly  young  people 
were  entering  college  with  too  little 
grasp  of  required  skills,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  English.  It  will  simpli- 
fy our  problems  here  at  Pine  Manor 
if  secondary  schools  in  general  reduce 
the  number  of  courses  aimed  at  "social 
adjustments’’  in  favor  of  courses  in 
mathematics,  foreign  languages,  the 
natural  sciences,  and  English. 


As  for  our  own  program  — - major 
changes  were  made  in  the  curriculum  a 
year  ago  to  place  even  greater  empha- 
sis on  the  importance  of  the  humani- 
ties and  sciences,  as  Mrs.  Crawford’s 
article  in  this  issue  explains.  We  do 
not  expect  to  add  further  courses  in 
mathematics  and  science  now,  for  the 
program  is  well  balanced  already. 
Pine  Manor’s  proper  role,  as  we  see  it, 
is  to  awaken  intellectual  curiosity  and 
to  provide  a foundation  for  life,  of 
value  to  all  students.  We  do  not  pro- 
pose to  offer  a large  number  of 
specialized  courses  ourselves.  That  is 
the  function  of  the  senior  institutions 
to  which  so  many  of  our  young  women 
transfer  when  they  graduate. 

Our  attention  will  be  given  pri- 
marily to  strengthening  the  program 
as  it  is  now  planned,  not  to  changing 
it.  In  this  we  are  far  more  fortunate 
than  many  other  institutions  that  have 
major  changes  to  make  in  the  face  of 
a national  desire  to  discard  unneces- 
sary trivia. 

Weathered  the  Flu  Crisis 

Asian  flu  caused  a few  days  of  modi- 
fied quarantine  in  mid-fall.  The  ob- 
jective was  to  prevent  an  explosive 
epidemic  by  reducing  contact  with 
other  colleges  temporarily,  and  we 
were  singularly  fortunate,  for  the  cases 
were  mild  and  relatively  few.  Unless 
there  is  a recurrence  of  greater  severity

ONE  day  about  two  years  ago, 
while  in  the  library  of  my  pre- 
paratory school,  I noticed  the  editions 
of  two  college  catalogues  on  display 
on  a nearby  table.  I picked  up  one  of 
the  catalogues  and  began  to  browse 
through  it.  The  booklet  described  a 
friendly,  small,  New  England  college 
intent  upon  giving  its  students  a well- 
rounded  education  in  liberal  arts. 

On  the  sixteenth  page,  this  same 
college  assumed  for  me  a new  signifi- 
cance, for  it  was  here  that  I first  read 
about  the  French  Center  at  Pine 
Manor. 

Since  then,  I have  had  the  privilege 
of  becoming  a part  of  the  French  Cen- 
ter, which  includes  two  French  Houses, 
Le  Manoir  and  Lathrop.  Twenty-five 
girls  are  chosen  to  live  in  the  Center. 
The  size  of  this  group  encourages  us 
to  assert  our  independence;  we  are 
offered  many  opportunities  to  develop 


our  own  individuality,  a quality  held 
in  high  esteem  by  the  French! 

There  is  une  grande  variete  as  far 
as  background  is  concerned.  This  year 
we  have  several  girls  who  were  born 
or  who  have  lived  in  French-speaking 
countries.  There  are  other  students 
with  strong  French  backgrounds  who 
have  not  traveled  outside  the  United 
States  at  all,  and  then  there  is  the 
enthusiastic  group  of  beginners! 

With  our  application  for  residence 
in  one  of  the  French  Houses,  we  ex- 
pressed our  common  interest  in  France 

— in  her  literature  and  in  her  people 

— and  our  desire  to  learn  as  much 
about  that  country  as  possible.  The 
French  Center  is  an  organization  de- 
voted to  the  appreciation  of  the  French 
language  and  customs. 

We  Even  Think  in  French! 

How  exactly  do  we  profit  from  this 
experience?  Speaking  French  in  the 
houses  is  one  way.  I have  become  so 
used  to  hearing  and  speaking  French 
that  I frequently  find  myself  thinking 
in  that  language ! 

We  also  hold  discussions  at  the 
dinner  table  inspired  by  lectures  and 
classroom  reading.  Since  each  French 
class  emphasizes  different  phases  of 
French  culture,  and  since  there  are 
members  ot  each  class  in  the  Center, 
we  cannot  help  but  share  a more  pro- 
found understanding  of  the  ideas  and 
of  the  character  of  the  French  people. 
Thus,  during  a single  dinner  table 
conversation  our  interest  may  be 
aroused  in  the  essays  of  Montaigne 
( Q/telle  est  la  difference  entre  Vamitie 
et  l' amour  pour  Montaigne?) , in  the 
symbolism  of  Baudelaire,  or  in  the 
"passion"  of  Racine.  What  did  go  on 
in  the  court  of  Louis  XIV?  What  is 
going  on  in  Paris  today?

students  who  are  studying  at  Harvard 
and  M.I.T.  is  enough  to  create  butter- 
flies in  anyone's  stomach. 

The  prospect  of  "making  small 
talk"  acquires  a new  flavor  when  the 
speaking  must  be  done  in  French ! 
However,  since  we  are  all  together  in 
the  same  situation,  and  since  the  guests 
take  great  delight  in  helping  us  over 
the  difficulty  of  an  irregular  verb  or  of 
a subjunctive  tense,  there  is  always  an 
inimitable  air  of  gaiety  at  these  parties. 

And  what  a large  number  of  French 
customs  are  revealed  by  these  young 
men  in  only  a few  hours!  There  is  a 
particular  French  custom  which,  after 
one  of  the  "soirees”  last  year,  I am 
sure  I shall  never  forget:  that  of  ar- 
riving at  a party  an  hour  after  the  time 
written  on  the  invitation ! As  I look 
back,  I am  amused  at  the  series  of 
events  in  one  evening.  First,  the 
mournful  faces  and  the  tense  at- 
mosphere in  Lathrop,  due  to  the  very 
late  arrivals  — and  then  the  avalanche 
- then  new  acquaintances  (Did  you 
know  that  Sandy  Danielian,  '57,  later 
married  one  of  our  guests?)  — and, 
for  weeks  later,  enthusiastic  chatter- 
ing! 

Those  Elusive  Vowel  Sounds! 

"Practice  makes  perfect"  is  not  al- 
ways a true  saying  when  it  come  to 
the  correction  of  French  sounds  uttered 
by  American  students.  For  this  reason, 
as  well  as  for  the  purposes  of  club  ac- 
tivity, several  French  plays  are  given 
during  the  year  by  Le  Cercle  Francois, 
which  holds  its  meetings  at  the  Cen- 
ter. Last  year,  among  other  entertain- 
ments, Le  Cercle  Franqais  presented 
scenes  from  Jeanne  d’Arc.  At  the 
moment,  we  are  organizing  commit- 
tees and  casting  roles  for  La  Farce  de 
Maistre  Pierre  Pathelin  to  be  presented 
on  March  5. 

A few  weeks  ago,  the  Club  enacted 
scenes  from  the  Christmas  poems  of 
Marie  Noel.  The  dramatic  action 
reached  its  peak  with  the  singing  of 
French  songs.  After  the  performance, 
which  marked  the  end  of  a long  series 
of  rehearsals,  the  participants  certainly 
had  more  confidence  in  themselves  as 


connoisseurs  of  the  French  language. 
What  originally  were  unintelligible 
grunts  were  transformed  into  French 
vowel  sounds!  Miracle  but  true! 

Without  the  personalities  of  our 
three  French  faculty  members,  whose 
enthusiasm  for  the  French  Center  is 
sans  Untile,  many  of  our  opportunities 
to  come  to  know  France  would  cease 
to  exist.  Because  of  Madame  Ilsley's 
personal  acquaintance  with  a number 
of  the  French  modern  writers,  among 
them  Paul  Claudel,  Pierre  Emmanuel, 
and  Edouard  Estaunie,  many  of  us  feel 
a special  interest  in  their  works. 

Some  of  us  enjoy  going  to  Le  Salon 
Frangais  in  Boston  with  Mademoiselle 
Gegerias,  where  we  have  met  interest- 
ing people  who  have  later  been  guests 
at  the  Center.  Mademoiselle  Gegerias 
has  also  introduced  us  to  the  French 
version  of  "Scrabble"  ....  And  there 
are  those  of  us  who  shall  remember, 
too,  the  musician  from  Harvard  who, 
upon  occasion,  has  played  for  us  in 
the  "salon"  of  Lathrop. 

Madame  Jewett  knows  the  art  of 
combining  humor  and  phonetics  ■ — 
but  not  dry  phonetics  — phonetics 
through  the  medium  of  music  plus 
Verlaine’s  poems ! 


Le  Manoir  and  Lathrop  are  en- 
hanced this  year  by  the  presence  of 
two  very  entertaining  housemothers. 
Mademoiselle  Riviere  and  Mademoi- 
selle Helmreich  are  both  true  "Fran- 
cises" and  reveal  the  unique  elements 
of  French  humor!  We  are  sorry  that 
Mademoiselle  Helmreich  will  be  with 
us  for  only  one  year,  and  we  are  hop- 
ing that  Mademoiselle  Riviere  will 
some  day  write  her  autobiography.  We 
are  finding  it  impossible,  even  in  two 
years,  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
many  exciting  events  in  her  life! 

The  original  and  invaluable  at- 
mosphere of  the  French  Center,  com- 
bined with  the  friendly  environment 
of  the  whole  of  Pine  Manor,  has  made 
my  beginning  years  of  college  two  of 
the  most  rewarding  years  of  my  life. 

It  is  difficult  to  believe  now  that  I 
shall  not  be  singing  les  chansons  de 
Noel  with  the  French  carolers  next 
December.  In  the  flash  of  one  more 
soiree  and  a few  more  greetings  of 
Bonjour,  Mademoiselle ! from  Josie 
(our  very  perceptive  French  house- 
keeper, whose  password  is:  "II  y a 
beaucoup  de  petits  gateaux  dans  le 
placard !”) , my  petit  sejour  at  Pine 
Manor  will  have  ended.

1957  Nobel  Prize  in  Physics 


Interesting  Programs  To  Come 

Other  events  in  prospect  for  the 
Series  are  a performance  by  the  New 
England  Opera  Theater  of  The  Mar- 
riage of  Figaro,  a program  of  dances 
from  many  countries  by  Carola  Goya 
and  Matteo,  and  a concert  by  Adele 
Addison,  lyric  soprano.  This,  the  con- 
cluding program  of  the  series,  will 
be  Miss  Addison’s  fourth  appearance 
on  the  Bardwell  stage. 


Two  young  Chinese  scientists, 
one  the  husband  of  a Pine  Manor 
alumna,  recently  received  the  1957 
Nobel  Prize  in  Physics  from  King 
Gustaf  Adolf  of  Sweden.  Chih  Li 
Yang,  ’49,  accompanied  her  husband, 
Dr.  Chen  Ning  Yang,  to  Stockholm 
for  the  presentation  ceremonies  in 
December. 

Dr.  Yang  of  the  Institute  for  Ad- 
vanced Study  at  Princeton  and  his  co- 
worker, Dr.  Tsung  Dao  Lee  of 
Columbia,  earned  the  coveted  award 
for  their  work  in  disproving  the  long- 
accepted  law  of  parity.  This  law  of 
physics  states,  in  effect,  that  an  object 
and  its  mirror  image  are  indistinguish- 
able by  experiment.  The  young  scien- 
tists proved  that  the  law,  which  didn't 
seem  to  apply  to  certain  sub-micro- 
scopic particles  in  the  atom,  was  in- 
deed a fallacy.

Ann  Gill  Rogers,  '48,  has  launched 
a new  program  in  her  town  of  An- 
dover. As  the  founder  and  present  chair- 
man of  the  Children's  Theatre  Workshop, 
Andy  is  rendering  a great  service  to  her 
community.  Alumnae  will  be  interested  to 
learn  of  her  adventures  into  the  world  of 
spotlights  and  stagecraft. 

It  all  started,"  say  Andy,  "when  the 
North  Andover-Andover  Parents  League 
imported  two  different  plays  to  Andover 
in  1954.  Parents  were  delighted  to  find 
that  their  children  were  thrilled  with  the 
experience  of  watching  live  actors  perform 
on  the  stage.  It  seemed  to  the  group  that 
perhaps  this  was  the  time  and  place  to 
try  something  of  the  same  sort." 

According  to  a recent  report  on  the 
Workshop,  two  original  plays  were  written, 
scenery  and  costumes  were  made,  casts 
were  rehearsed,  stage  crews  trained,  tickets 
sold,  and  these  plays  were  presented  in 
the  fall  of  1955. 

The  following  year  the  Workshop 
branched  out  to  the  extent  of  presenting 
two  imported  plays,  one  in  the  fall  and 
one  in  the  spring.  Feeling  inspired,  the 
group  presented  a play  of  its  own  in 
February,  this  time  with  a professional 
director.  Once  again,  parents  led  children's 
groups  in  making  costumes  and  scenery. 
Once  again,  all  were  very  proud  of  their 
concerted  efforts. 

States  the  report,  "We  feel  that  all  of 
these  experiences  have  added  vitality  to 
our  children's  growth,  development,  and 
appreciation." 

Town  Recognizes  Contribution  of  Group 

And  so  indeed  does  the  town  of  An- 
dover realize  the  value  of  this  group,  for 
this  fall  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  made 
available  to  the  group  a barn  for  its  head- 
quarters. In  the  cold  weather,  the  attic  of 
the  Youth  Center  will  serve  as  a workshop. 

The  Andover  School  Committee  has 
formally  recognized  the  Children's  Theatre 
Workshop  as  a vital  influence  in  the  com- 
munity, stating  that  its  work  contributes 


towards  the  extracurricular  activities  that 
are  often  more  than  the  regular  school  staff 
can  handle.  The  committee  stated  that 
participation  in  performances  of  drama, 
music,  and  the  dance  lead  to  greater  ap- 
preciation and  understanding  of  these  arts. 

Andy  concludes,  I also  seem  to  have 
time  to  continue  my  study  of  music,  my 


work  in  the  League  of  Women  Voters  as 
discussion  leader,  and  my  correspondence 
with  the  Class  of  1948  as  a Pine  Manor 
Class  Agent."
